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Week ending November 13, 2016

Excellent week for field work: New England averaged 6.0 days
suitable for field work last week.

According to the U.S. Drought Monitor, drought conditions
changed very little over the past week. D3 Extreme Drought
classification remained in central Massachusetts to the northeastern
coastal areas of the state while the rest of the New England region
was ranked from D2 Sever Drought to D1 Moderate Drought. Only
the northernmost parts of Vermont, New Hampshire, and Maine
were due abnormally dry to normal. The average weekly
temperatures ranged from three degrees below normal to five
degrees above normal. Weekly precipitation ranged from 0.00 to
0.30 inches throughout the region. Farmers planted garlic and hay
producers were still in the process of cutting hay. Soybean harvest
was coming to a close and classified as better than average in some
areas. Operators spent the week chopping grass, spreading lime,
cleaning farm equipment, spreading manure, soil testing fields and
marketing crops as normal. Cranberry harvest was beginning to
slow but it is not complete. As extreme drought has persisted, many
producers began looking at changes to be made in their operations
to better deal with conditions.

Rain still needed to replenish the
groundwater. High tunnel operations still producing vegetables.
Nice weather for November.

The topsoil is freezing every night and thawing each day.
Hopefully, we can get more groundwater recharge before the
ground freezes for the winter. Grain corn and soybeans are still
being harvested. Manure storage cleanout is still underway.

MASSACHUSETTS

The D3 drought continues in Hampshire County. Producers are
looking at their operations now considering changes which can be
made if the drought persists. Some are installing irrigation ponds,
improving existing irrigation or adding new irrigation. Major
activities included spreading manure, liming, cleaning and putting
away farm equipment. Temperatures continued to be mild for mid-
November.

Cranberry harvest is starting to wind down but it is not yet
complete.
